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What  a  difference  a  few  years  makes  in  the  life 
of  students  on  the  campus  of  our  College.  When 
the  N.Y.A.  program  was  in  full  sway,  five  frame 
buildings  were  constructed  on  the  campus  to  house 
those  students  taking  advantage  of  the  program. 
Today,  four  of  these  frame  buildings  have  been  con- 
verted into  apartments  for  the  use  of  married  vet- 
erans and  their  families,  with  every  apartment  filled. 
The  cover  picture  represents  one  of  these  families, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Horace  Johnson  and  son,  Norwyn,  of 
Simpson. 

With  Irish  eyes  smiling,  lovely  Irene  McGrath 
Johnson,  formerly  of  Lancaster,  England,  and  wife 
01  Horace  C.  Johnson,  a  senior  in  Business  Admin- 
istration, has  moved  with  her  husband  and  fine  little 
23-months-old  son,  Norwyn,  to  an  apartment  in  "B" 
in  the  "love  nests  among  the  pines." 

Prior  to  the  global  war  which  brought  Horace 
and  Irene  together,  Irene  lived  with  her  family  in 
Lancaster,  attending  school  there  and  in  Barrow. 
Irene  took  a  position  with  a  government  ammunition 
establishment  in  Warrington  during  the  war,  and  it 
was  on  her  first  trip  down  to  Warrington  that  she 
met  Horace,  who,  incidentally,  was  in  town  for  the 
first  time.  Cupid  began  working  and  saw  his  efforts 
crowned  with  success  when  the  young  couple  were 
married  in  Lancaster  early  in  1943. 

Having  spent  ten  months  clearing  proper  chan- 
nels and  governmental  red  tape,  Irene  and  14- 
months-old  Norwyn  boarded  the  Mauretania  at  Liv- 
erpool and  set  sail  for  New  York  in  February,  1945, 
leaving  Horace  with  the  Army  in  England.

Dr.  Priscilla  Butier  Hussey,  beloved 
faculty  member  at  the  College  who  re- 
tired from  active  duty  last  June  after 
serving  the  state  college  for  17  years 
as  associate  professor  of  biology,  died 
at  the  Natchitoches  Hospital  at  11:00 
A.  M.,  Monday,  January  21,  following 
a  lingering  illness. 

Dr.  Hussey  joined  the  faculty  of 
Northwestern  State  in  1928,  having  come 
here  from  Battle  Creek  College,  where 
she  served  as  assistant  professor  of  biol- 
ogy for  one  year.  Her  other  teaching 
experience  included  two  years  at  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan,  two  years  at  Smith 
College,  and  four  years  at  New  York 
University. 

Holding  the  A.B.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan,  the  M.  A.  degree 
from  Smith  College,  and  the  S.D.  degree 
from  Radcliffe  College,  Dr.  Hussey  was 
a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Pi 
Beta  Phi,  and  was  listed  in  "Who's  Who" 
of  the  American  Men  of  Science  and  of 
American  Women. 

Surviving  Dr.  Hussey  are  one  daugh- 
ter.

The  need  for  additional  housing  facil- 
ities on  the  campus  is  as  great  now  as  it 
has  been  at  possibly  any  time  in  the  en- 
tire history  of  the  institution.  •  Most 
urgent  needs  are  two  residence  halls  for 
women  students,  and  two  residence  halls 
for  men  students  to  take  care  of  the  tre- 
mendous demands  for  lodging,  which 
cannot  be  met  because  of  the  present 
overcrowded  condition  of  all  residence 
halls  on  the  campus.  Prior  to  the  war, 
some  three  or  four  hundred  students  ob- 
tained room  and  board  in  town  while 
approximately  two  hundred  or  more 
commuted  by  bus  daily.  There  are  no 
places  available  in  Natchitoches  at  the 
present  time  for  students  to  obtain  room 
and  board;  neither  are  there  any  busses 
operating  to  the  College  from  outlying 
towns.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  stu- 
dents attending  the  College  must  have 
accommodations  furnished  them  on  the 
campus. 

While  everything  possible  is  being 
done  to  take  care  of  the  hundreds  of 
returning  veterans,  and  the  families  of 
those  who  are  married,  it  is  impossible 
to  meet  the  demands.  The  wooden 
buildings  built  for  the  housing  of  N.Y.A. 
students,  five  in  number,  have  been  filled 
to  capacity.  Four  of  these  buildings 
have  been  converted  into  apartments 
and  at  present  are  filled  with  married 
students  and  their  families.  The  other 
frame  building  is  occupied  by  single  men 
— this  in  addition  to  the  two  brick  dor- 
mitories for  men,  which  are  both  filled 
to  capacity.  Two  wooden  structures, 
now  under  construction,  will  house 
twenty  married  couples,  and  all  the 
space  in  those  buildings  has  been  re- 
served. A  residence  in  town  has  been 
rented  to  care  for  five  more  couples. 
Two  other  barracks  have  been  promised, 
but  construction  has  not  begun  on  either 
of  them,  nor  is  any  of  the  necessary 
material  on  the  grounds  at  the  present 
time. 

These  barracks  are  due   to  arrive  at 


any  time,  however,  and  should  furnish 
a  temporary  means  of  housing  approxi- 
mately 200  students. 

The  housing  of  veterans  is  an  urgent 
problem  to  be  solved,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  our  state  to  see  that  their  needs  are 
taken  into  consideration.  They  are  en- 
titled to  the  best  Louisiana  can  afford 
and  they  shall  be  given  the  best  North- 
western State  can  give  them. 

We  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that, 
in  addition  to  caring  for  our  veterans, 
thousands  of  young  men  and  young 
women  are  graduating  from  high  school 
this  spring,  and  many  hundreds  of  these 
young  graduates  are  knocking  at  the 
doors  of  Northwestern  State  for  admis- 
sion to  begin  their  college  training.  Pro- 
vision must  be  made  to  give  them  the 
training  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

Our  state  and  our  nation  will  have 
need  for  the  best  leadership  and  the 
highest  type  citizenship  that  it  has  ever 
needed  in  its  history.  This  country  can- 
not expect  to  assume  the  high  place  of 
leadership  it  should  occupy  in  the  socie- 
ty of  nations,  nor  can  it  maintain  that 
role  of  leadership  among  the  nations  of 
the  world  if  our  leadership  is  mediocre. 
Our  leadership  must  be  of  the  best — and 
good  citizens  and  good  leaders  come 
from  our  colleges. 

To  do  the  job  well  is  the  duty  and 
responsibility  of  our  college.  We  gladly 
assume  that  responsibility,  but  we  must 
have  proper  housing  and  educational  fa- 
cilities commensurate  with  the  type  of 
training  our  young  veterans  and  high 
school  graduates  have  a  right  to  expect 
from  us. 

The  legislature  of  the  state  of  Lou- 
isiana has  demonstrated  its  sympathetic 
consideration  for  the  problems  of  educa- 
tion on  repeated  occasions,  and  we  have 
every  confidence  that  it  shall  continue 
to  care  for  the  educational  needs  of  the 
state.  But  the  individual  representatives 
and  senators  must  know  the  needs  of  our

Henry  Bollier  of  the  2nd  Marine  Di- 
vision, pictured  on  the  right,  was  elec- 
trocuted accidentally  at  Sasebo,  Kyushu, 
on  January  8.  According  to  informa- 
tion sent  in  by  Carlton  Johnson,  pic- 
tured on  the  left,  Bollier's  outfit  had 
moved  from  Nagasaki  to  Sasebo  and 
were  setting  up  camp.  He  was  putting 
up  an  aerial  to  his  radio,  had  tied  a  rope 
to  one  end  of  the  aerial,  and  had  thrown 
it  over  an  insulated  high  voltagfe  line. 
The  aerial  cut  through  the  insulation  on 
the  high  voltage  wire,  and  when  Bollier 
came  in  contact  with  the  wire,  he  was 
electrocuted.  Burial  was  in  the  Ameri- 
can Cemetery  at  Yokohama. 

Johnson  and  Bollier  were  both  sta- 
tioned at  Nagasaki  together  before  going 
to  Sasebo.  They  had  made  their  plans 
to  return  to  the  campus  this  fall  and 
play  football  together,  as  they  did  in 
1942,  when  Bollier  played  center  and 
Johnson  played  in  the  backfield. 

The  school  and  his  friends  mourn  his 
loss.

public  schools  and  colleges  in  order  that 
they  may  provide  for  those  needs.  Giving 
them  this  information  about  the  needs 
of  Northwestern  State  is  the  particular 
job  you,  as  an  alumnus  of  this  institu- 
tion, can  and  should  do.  May  we  de- 
pend on  you  to  do  your  part  NOW? 

As  was  pointed  out  in  our  alumni 
president's  message  in  the  January  is- 
sue of  the  Alumni  Columns,  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  the  public  schools  and  the 
colleges  have  been  adopted  by  the  Lou- 
isiana Teachers'  As.sociation  and  made 
an  integral  part  of  the  legislative  pro- 
gram of  the  legislative  committee.  It  is 
our  duty  and  privilege  to  support  active- 
ly this  entire  program. 

To  refresh  your  memory,  the  building 
appropriation  for  Northwestern  State 
College    under   this   recommendation   of 


the  State  Board  is  $1,454,000.00,  which 
amount,  when  matched  by  Federal  funds 
in  accordance  with  H.  R.  4499,  will  give 
the  College  approximately  $3,000,000.00 
to  take  care  of  our  building  program. 
Included  in  this  building  program,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  two  residence  halls  for 
women  and  the  two  residence  halls  for 
men  already  mentioned,  will  be  included 
a  building  to  house  the  Home  Economics 
Department  and  Nursery  School  ( the  de- 
partment is  presently  housed  in  five  dif- 
ferent buildings  on  the  campus) ;  a  So- 
cial Science  and  Commerce  building  (the 
Commerce  Department,  one  of  the  larg- 
est departments  of  the  College,  is  pres- 
ently housed  on  the  third  floor  of  Cald- 
well Hall,  and  the  Social  Science  Depart- 
ment is  scattered  in  various  buildings 
on  the  campus);  a  new  dairy,  situated 
farther  from  the  center  of  the  campus; 
an  addition  to  Warren  Easton  Hall, 
housing  the  Education  Department  and 
the  elementary  school;  an  extension  to 


the  Trade  School;  a  sewage  disposal 
plant;  and  numerous  renovation  and  re- 
pair projects  to  present  buildings. 

Another  very  important  feature  of  op- 
erating and  maintaining  the  College 
properly  is  the  legislative  appropriation 
for  operation  and  maintenance  for  the 
biennial  period  of  1946-47  and  1947-48. 
The  appropriation  asked  for  and  needed 
is  $1,732,000.00  for  the  two-year  period, 
exclusive  of  the  amount  paid  by  Natchi- 
toches Parish  School  Board  for  elemen- 
tary and  high  school  teachers.  This 
amount  will  be  divided  as  follows: 

1946-1947  $882,000.00 

1947-1948  850,000.00 

We  have  been  entirely  frank  and  open 
in  presenting  to  you  our  needs  and  the 
reason  for  them.
